DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Steven Spielberg was seen getting on the subway 
at the exclusive Georgica stop heading west 
to points unknown, carrying an inflatable toy 
rubber shark as big as he was. No idea what that 
was all about. Perhaps a gift for a grandchild? 
With him was his actor pal Tom Hanks. Maybe 
a re-enactment of the movie Castaway? Also 
seen on the subway was Royal Pains star 
Mark Feuerstein, wearing a stethoscope while 
standing on the East Hampton platform and Jon 
Stewart, who hasn’t been seen on the subway 
for awhile, getting on a train in Bridgehampton 
with Louis C.K. headed for Sag Harbor. 


BEACH SPURS NOW OPEN 

The Hamptons Subway was originally built 
secretly underground in 1931 with building 
material stolen from the Lexington Avenue 


in 2007 when environmental workers on a 
Superfund Pollution site in Sag Harbor dug 
down, and was most recently expanded with 
a new stop at Georgica, where there was none 
before, and with two beach spurs connecting 
Main Street East Hampton with Main Beach and 
Jobs Lane Southampton with Cooper’s Beach. 
Decorated with college banners and surfboards 
and with the Beach Boys blaring on the sound 
system, these two spurs afford the quickest and 
least expensive way to get to the beach. 

The beach spurs opened on May 1 but this year 
there is something new added. Beachgoers who 
get off the trains at the end of the line, halfway 
up a sand dune there, will notice that there are 
enormous 14-foot steel doors on hinges in the 
“open” position which let beachgoers through 
to come and go. Should a huge storm come, 
however, 30 men using long poles will unlatch 
these doors where they are held open and then 
slam them shut to close all access to the end 
of the tunnel there. To alert bathers ahead of 
time not to get caught and squished when the 
door closes, five minutes before this happens 
a bright red light over the beach exit opening 
will flash on and off and an extremely loud 


horn will sound. If you are caught on the beach 
when the doors close, leave your beach 
umbrellas, surfboards and towels where they 
are and run sideways down the beach until you 
find a place to scamper up and over the beach 
dunes there, then run for your lives. What 
we WILL NOT have, however, is a flooded 
subway system. 


HISTORICAL RE-ENACTMENT 

June 17 this year marks the 85th anniversary 
of the day when the stolen building material 
from the Lexington Avenue Line arrived in 
moving vans from the city for the start of the 
dig that soon became the Hamptons Subway. 
Local residents will perform a re-enactment of 
the arrival of those trucks to the “first dig” at 
the Montauk Circle in the downtown of that 
town where it all began. Ten moving vans filled 
with empty cardboard refrigerator boxes will 
be unloaded at noon and placed there on the 
ground by local residents dressed as “hired 
hands” of Ivan Kratz, the crook, who later 
was arrested and imprisoned, but who on this 
occasion sat shotgun next to the driver in the 
first truck. Kratz, wearing a morning coat, a 
starched collar, bowtie, spats, suspenders and 
bowler hat, will be played by East Hampton 
Town Supervisor Larry Cantwell and yes, he will 
be smoking a Havana, the favorite of the late 
and beloved Kratz.

GUACAMOLE OUTAGE HITS THE HAMPTONS 

Hamptons Police received notification last 
Thursday that guacamole supplies at several 
local eateries had suddenly run out. According 
to police spokesman Larry Hirsch, police 
reaction was swift. “Within 3 minutes of 
receiving the call, our officers were actively 
dealing with the guacamole issue,” reported 
Hirsch. “We shuttered the restaurants and 
provided support for patrons who were affected 
by the situation. Next, immediate steps were 
taken to determine nearby locations where 
fresh supplies of guacamole could be obtained 
and transported to the Hamptons.” The police 
took the emergency step of closing roads and 
holding back passenger trains so that trucks 
and train cars carrying quantities of surplus 
guacamole could make their way east without 
having to battle traffic. Spokesman Hirsch was 
pleased by the police work that brought a 
swift end to what could have become a crisis. 
“Thanks to the work of our officers, we were 
able to resupply guacamole to the affected 
areas within two hours of getting the call.” As 
of press time, investigations were continuing as 
police try to determine why they didn’t receive 


advance word about diminishing supplies of 
guacamole. Meanwhile, East End Coleslaw 
Authority president Angie Salett was reportedly 
conferring with local elected leaders to explore 
expanding the Coleslaw Authorities’ mandate to 
add guacamole to the list of condiments subject 
to the Authorities’ jurisdiction. According 
to Salett, the Coleslaw Authority is the only 
agency equipped to ensure continuous access 
to guacamole across the East End. 


BLOWER BATTLE BUSTED 

Police were called in last Wednesday to break 
up a blower battle in Sag Harbor. The battle 
started at 7 a.m. and had been raging non-stop 
when police finally brought it under control at 
around noon. According to Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, blower battles have 
become common across the East End. “We get 
people out there on neighboring properties 
with powerful leaf blowers, trying to blow 
leaves and twigs onto one another’s lawns. 
When they’re evenly matched, it can go on all 
day long.” According to Hirsch, injuries have 
been associated with these blower battles, 
including choking from accidental inhalation of 
lawn debris, physical collapse from carrying a 
leaf blower for over 12 hours, and hearing loss 
from the continuous revving of the leaf-blower 
motors. “People might look at these as some 
sort of harmless antics,” said Hirsch, “but the 
Hamptons Police considers putting an end to 
blower battles a top priority.” See related story

Rum Running 


The Engine That Powered Montauk’s Economy from 1919 to 1952

M ontauk is the fishing capital of the world, 
a small town with more world fishing 
records than any other town anywhere. It is 
also one of this country’s great surfing spots. 
A recent rating organization ranked it #8 for 
surfing on the East Coast. 

There was a time, however, when Montauk 
was the Rum Running Capital of America. In 
1919, Congress passed the 18th Amendment, 
making it illegal to buy and sell alcoholic 
beverages in America. For the next 13 years, 
the people of this country, the vast majority of 
them anyway, ignored the law, drank as much 
illegal alcohol as they could find and partied 
every weekend late into the night. The era was 
called the “Roaring ’20s.” 

By 1933, the government, exhausted fro 
chasing around after people flouting the law, 
decided they could do it no more. In that 
year, Congress passed the 21st Amendment 
to the Constitution. It was, and is, the only 
constitutional amendment ever passed that 
repealed a constitution amendment that had 
come before. 

During Prohibition, people got alcohol from 
the stills of Appalachia, or at home, making 


bathtub gin. The best stuff, however, came from 
overseas, from France and England and Italy, 
where the Scotch and gin still flowed freely 
and there was money to be made by putting 
it aboard freighters and taking it to America, 
to just outside the 12-mile limit. They’d drop 
anchor and wait for someone to appear in a 
small speedboat. They’d accept cash and load 
up the boats for a zip back to the dock. 

There were many port towns where late at 
night bootleg hooch was a big operation. But 
none measured up to Montauk. Here was a 


remote rural peninsula with isolated sandy 


beaches everywhere. It was just so easy to 
load boxes into trucks or into cars with false 
bottoms, and then head off to the biggest city 
in the country—New York. Thus did Montauk 
become the official number one port of entry 
into America for bootleg hooch, and its residents 
made a great deal of money in those 13 years. 
There were no surfers, motels, restaurants 
and vacationers frequenting Montauk back 
then. There was the lighthouse keeper and his 
family. And there were a few ranch hands at 
Deep Hollow, tending cattle. There was also 
a ramshackle group of small cottages and 


stores on the beach, owned by the Long Island > 


Rail Road along the arc of Fort Pond Bay. All 


together, about 150 people lived there, most 
commercial fishermen from Nova Scotia and the 
owners of dragger fishing boats. These vessels 
would come in with bags of fish in their holds, 
transfer the fish into wooden boxes filed with 
ice that were then stacked into a railroad train 
freight car just across the way. and taken to the 
fish markets in Manhattan. The town—it’s not 
there anymore—had a school, a post office, a 
market, a bar and a restaurant all right on the 
beach. The boats could tie up right at a dock 
built there. 

When Prohibition came, the fishermen 
realized they could make a great deal of money 
if they bought high-speed speedboats. They 
worked their draggers during the day. They’d 
come home and have dinner, then after dark 
go back out in the speedboats for the nighttime 
rendezvous with the freighters. They did 
very well for themselves, and their wives and 
children all helped out unloading everything 
into the trucks. 

After this flush economy ended in 1933, 
Montauk went through hard times. An attempt 
to make Montauk a rich man’s retreat fell into 
receivership when the Depression hit. Fishing 
was all that was left. In 1938, a hurricane came 
through and either tore down or scrambled

nearly all the buildings in this makeshift town. 
Three years later when war broke out, the Navy 
leased all the land from the railroad 

to make a torpedo testing station there. 
For that, bulldozers came in and tore out the 
remaining homes. 

By 1960, when my parents settled out here, 
bringing me as a teenager with them, the Fort 
Pond Bay town was just a memory. Now 

there were two commercial centers, one with 
motels in the center of town, and the second 
where all the fishing boats tied up in the deep- 
water fishing village in Lake Montauk. They are 
there today. 

In 1960, I started Dan’s Papers in Montauk 
and, among other things, thought it would be a 
good idea to interview some of the 

old and retired former rum-runners, who 

I now correctly assumed would happily talk 

to a young newspaperman. 

Here are some of the stories they told me. 
Two involve gunfights. : 


Shank Dickinson told me this story about. 


the first of them. He was a 10-year-old boy 
when it happened, the son of the manager out 
at Deep Hollow Ranch. Earlier that summer, 
some tough guys had driven trucks out to the 
ranch to unload more than a thousand boxes 
of good Scotch whiskey into a barn there. They 
told Shank’s father to keep a “good eye on it,” 
whatever that meant. But one night, two rival 
groups of tough guys came and had a gun battle 
on the ranch grounds, each feeling they owned 
the hooch. The police were called, but by the 
time they got there, the gunmen were gone, 
taking the wounded with them. But the Scotch 


was still there, and it was carefully counted 
as the greatest haul ever rounded up by the 
revenuers, as they were called, in Montauk. 


An ardent Prohibitionist 
secretly called the Coast Guard 
and informed them of 

what was going on. 


Another night, an enormous moving van filled 
with boxes of hooch headed westward on the 
Old Montauk Highway in Hither Hills. The driver 
got to a steep hill that led up to a new oceanfront 
inn that had just been built by Maude Gurney, 
a teetotaler and abolitionist who held church 
services at her inn on Sunday mornings, and did 
not permit alcohol to be served there. 

That Saturday night, however, there was a 
tremendous crash on the Old Montauk Highway 
at the top of the hill outside Gurney’s. This 
entire moving van, struggling up the hill, had 
hit a pothole and turned over onto its side, its 
cargo leaking out of the back in great gushers of 
alcohol and broken glass. 

Another story was told to me by a man who 
had been a teenager at the fishing village back 
in the 1920s. 

“My dad and I were standing on the shore 
near the village, fishing, when off in the distance 
we heard the sound of a high-speed chase 
off in the bay heading toward us. They were 
coming east to west. The lead ship was a low- 
lying rumrunner boat, a man at the wheel and 


another man in the back throwing one box 
after another over. the side to lighten the load 
to hopefully make the ship go fast enough to 
get away. The second ship was a Coast Guard 
cutter. Men onboard were firing rifles at the 
rumrummer. The cutter was keeping up, 

but now, with the boxes going over the side, it 
was beginning to fall behind. As we watched, it 


fell further and further behind. The rumrunner 


got away. 

“My dad and I did our best to memorize 
every spot in the water where a box had been 
dropped. Later that day, we dove down 

and found some of them. That was pretty 

good stuff.” 

Around 1922, a gambling casino was built on 
Star Island by some city people. It had women 
of the night, a band, lots of good times, bootleg 
hooch and food and drink. One night, suddenly, 
the place got raided. That wasn’t supposed 

to happen. There were two stone lookout 
booths, still there today, at the entrance to 
Star Island, where club lookouts worked, 
immediately calling in by telephone to alert the 
club owners that the revenuers were coming up 
the long driveway. 

This time, the revenuers struck too fast, and 
before the alarm could be sounded, they made 
their way in. Among others there that night was 
New York City Mayor Jimmy Walker. He quickly 
threw a white towel over his arm, pretending to 
be a waiter. The ruse worked long enough for 
him to escape out the back and down the beach 
to get away from all the arrests going on inside. 

Here’s a story that made the rounds in nearby 
East Hampton in 1923. (Continued on next page)

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Casper Rowe was the quiet, mild-mannered 
pharmacist in that town. Every morning, he’d 
open his garage, get in his Model T and drive 
the six blocks to his drugstore at the corner of 
Main Street and Newtown Lane. 

One morning, he got up, had breakfast, went 
out to his garage and opened the door to see 
hundreds of cases of illegal Scotch piled up 
floor to ceiling blocking the way to his car. He 
locked the door. 

He had always suspected the man who lived 
across the street was in the rum-running trade. 
Now he knew for sure. Somebody had delivered 
the stuff to the wrong house. 

He closed the garage door, locked it shut 
and walked to work that day. At the end of the 
workday, he walked home, checked to see if 
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the boxes were still in there—they were—and 
then decided to leave the garage unlocked for 
the night. 

The next morning when he went out to the 
garage, he found the boxes all gone. It all 
worked out just fine. 

And here’s a story told to me by Richard 
T. Gilmartin, a local insurance man who 
served two terms as_ East Hampton 
Town Supervisor. : 

“In the summer of 1931, the citizens 
of Montauk dedicated the brand new 
Montauk Catholic Church of the Little 
Flower downtown. That Christmas Eve was 
to be the first Midnight Mass in the new 
church, and everyone’ was_ excited 
to attend. 
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“I attended that Midnight Mass. It did seem 
odd to me that almost everybody attending that 
evening was a woman. Only a few old men and 
myself were of the male sex. 

“Midway through the service, Father Kehoe 
was reading a passage aloud when we all heard 
gunshots in the distance. The crowd stirred 
and a number of young women left. Then Father 
Kehoe continued reading. 

“It was only when the service was over 
later that night that I learned what was going 
on. Apparently I was the only young male in 
Montauk who did not know about it. 

“Earlier that day, the men of Montauk decided 
that it would be a great night for rum-running. 
The U.S. Coast Guard, which was out of New 
London, would not be patrolling Montauk as 
they usually did, because they’d think 

the town was all at the Midnight Mass in 
their new church. Therefore the Coast Guard 


_. could take the day off to enjoy Christmas Eve in 


New London. 

‘What better time would there ever be for 
rum-running at Montauk? 

“When the time came, the cpeodnaene 
zipped in and out for about an hour, and then 
the rumrunners decided it would even be 


safe for the British boats to come into Fort 


Pond Bay to unload at the dock there. What a 
great idea! 

“Two boats arrived. But an _ ardent 
Prohibitionist secretly called the Coast 
Guard and informed: them of what was 
going on. The Coast Guard motored across 
the Sound in the dark, and when they got 
close, quietly pounced. The scale of the 
operation was so great it stunned both 
sides. Nobody moved for a while. Then the 
Montaukers shoved as many of the boxes as 
they could off the dock and into the water. And 
off they ran. The freighters scurried out, too. 
Shots were fired. 

But in the end, all the Coast Guard could do 
was gather up the spoils: three trucks, several 
small speedboats and a whole lot of boxed-up 
liquor cases.” 

Here’s a story that took place that same year 
in East Hampton. 

Two local men from East Hampton 
headed out in their open car to attend a 
party one Sunday night in Southold. Driving 
back drunk in the dark around 1 am., 
they failed to make the left from Wood’s 
Lane onto Main Street and so drove their 
car into Town Pond, where it came to a 
halt fender-deep amidst the frogs 
and fishes. 

“Where are we?” the passenger asked. Birds 
were cheeping, frogs were croaking. 

“I think I have driven into Town Pond,” said 
the driver. “Tell you what. You wait here. I’ll go 
walk into town to come back with some help.” 

The driver went off, but by the time he got 
into the business district of Main Street, he 
couldn’t remember why he was there. So he 
went home to bed. 

In the morning, the school children of 
East Hampton walked by Town Pond and 
saw an open car in the pond with a fellow 
sitting in the passenger’s seat, fast asleep. 

They commented on it when they got to class. 
The sleeper was rescued. The car was hauled

Under the Sea Where 99% of All Life on Earth Dwells

read my three-year-old grandson, Owen, a 

bedtime story the other night. The book is 
Down, Down, Down, about the ocean and all 
the creatures in it, starting from the surface 
of the ocean and going down. The further I got 
into this book, the more | began to feel humility: 
about our place on this planet and anger about 
how seriously the human race takes itself. 

The first page of the book shows the planet 
Earth, with brown for land and blue for the sea. 
I read to Owen how more than two thirds of the 
Earth is covered by water, and only one third is 
land. Furthermore, life on land takes place from 
the surface up a few hundred feet and down 
into the Earth a few hundred feet the other 
way. Life in the sea goes down from the surface 
40,000 feet. There’s way more life down there 
than up here. 

I turned the page. The next page shows some 
sea life leaping up into the air—our realm. 
Drawings show a dolphin leaping high, a school 
of flying fish, even a giant whale surfacing. The 
names of them are underneath them. Owen 
points to them and says correctly what they 
are. He’s been read this book before. 

The next page shows the creatures just under 
the surface of the sea. They include a school of 
striped bass (as we have Out East), a shark, a 
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big squid and a tortoise. There’s also a seal, an 
actual land animal, diving down into the water 
to see what’s what. 

On the next page are some really 
large creatures further down. Here, the 
pressure on sea creatures is about the same 
as the air pressure on humans up above. 
There’s a drawing of the largest fish we 
know of, a shark. And there’s a giant octopus. 
I point out to Owen how some creatures 
have teeth, but others have “baleen,” filters 
that screen out all but the smallest creatures, 
mostly plankton. 

On the pages that follow, I tell Owen how the 
pressure of the sea is greater and greater and 
how humans would get crushed going down 
there unless they were in a submarine. The light 
from the sun is dimmer and many creatures 
have bigger eyes to see better. One of them has 
a big stalk sticking out of the top of his head 
with a fluorescent light on it to lead the way. 
It tells like-minded creatures to come over and 
meet up. 

Further down there is virtually no light at all. 
The picture shows a small creature about to be 
eaten by a bigger fish, but it’s able to blind the 
bigger fish by emitting some white sticky goo 
into its eye. The bigger fish can’t get it off for a 
while and so gets eaten himself for being unable 
to see who is about. 
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Finally, we get down to where there is no 
light. I told Owen, reading from the book, that 
only once humans got down this far. It was 1960 
and a group of them descended inside a very, 
very strong steel submarine. But then they had 
to come right back up. 

At this point, we are only halfway through 
the book. In the remaining chapters, the pages 
show the most fantastic creatures imaginable, 
including one level where it appears to be 
snowing because bits of plankton are descending 
slowly down through that level. 

Further down is deep mud, because that’s 
where the snow accumulates, and there are little 
critters in there. And under that is a level with 
perhaps even more remarkable creatures—but 
we’re not sure—we’ve never been there. 

When I got done reading, it was off to bed 
for Owen. 

And | thought, from the sea creatures’ 
perspective, climate change is just more ocean 
space for them and less land space for us. Also, 
by volume, right now it’s 99% inside the water 
and 1% land up and down a few dozen feet. So 
the sea creatures probably won’t even notice 
their new additional living space. And | don’t 
think how we've trashed the ocean surface is 
any big deal to them. 

So who the hell do we think we are? Good 
night, Owen. 
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The Draft 


Johnny Manziel, Hurt Feelings, Beyoncé and Social Media Sensitivity

here was an article in The New York Times 

last Sunday about a pro football quarterback 
named Johnny Manziel. In 2012, at the end 
of the season as quarterback for Texas A&M, 
he was selected as the best college player in 
football, the Heisman Trophy winner. After the 
following season, he sat front row, center, in the 
green room at the NFL Draft as the teams made 
their selections from the new young players 
now eligible for the pros. Fame and fortune 
awaited. What happened, however, was that 
team after team passed over him. He worried. 
He was finally selected, as the 22nd draft pick 
by the Cleveland Browns, a selection so low as 
to almost be an insult to this young man. 

The essence of this article, written by reporter 
John Branch, is that the humiliation of being 
passed over like this, so publicly before maybe 
10 million TV viewers, may have contributed 
to ruining his life. The Tweeting and social 
media public’s reaction to his anticipation and 
disappointment was withering and cruel, he 
opined. Manziel became the butt of a joke. This 
was bullying to an extreme. It was everything 
that was wrong with America. 

The author goes to great lengths after this to 
show how horrible things have gone for Johnny 
Manziel—known by all since his college days as 
“Johnny Football.” He lasted two seasons with 
Cleveland, but after the second year they cut 
him. He’s now been seen out in California, going 
to parties and bars and generally having a bad 
time. There’s a photo of Manziel at one of these 
parties looking wasted. (Am I allowed to say 
that?) Rumors of substance abuse have swirled. 
Last week he was indicted on a misdemeanor 
charge for allegedly assaulting his girlfriend. 


“To read online comments and social media 
posts about Manziel’s troubles—arrests, parties, 
rehabilitation—is to explore the underbelly of 
fandom, dismissive and cruel,” Branch wrote. 
“Schadenfreude is the flip side of reverence...” 

Reporter Branch compares’ Manziel’s 
humiliation to the horrific damage done by 
not having proper football helmets to fend off 
the cruel blows of opposing linemen. The 2016 
NFL Draft was last week. These young men are 
only 20 or 21 when they have to go through 
this ordeal of being on TV watching themselves 
get passed over and judged by not only the 
football coaches but the millions of fans just 
waiting to make fun of them. Who knows what 
psychological damage will befall those who 
have to go through this. In a world of politically 
correct behavior, here is another example of 
the ruination of the human soul. 

“Knowing what we know about things like 
concussions and addictions; the possibility of 
chronic traumatic encephalopathy, or C.T.E, 
and the likelihood of ashortened life expectancy, 
you might think that we have moved past viewing 
football players as interchangeable parts to 
be haggled or numbers to be calculated,” 
Branch wrote.

draft being the cause of his troubles? 

Also, it was mentioned in the article that 
Manziel, wily and crafty as he was as a 
quarterback in college, may simply be too short 
and light for the pros. Don’t we live in a country 
now that celebrates everyone, short or tall, 
black or white, heavy or thin? Shall we allow 
the draft to consider these things when making 
their selections?

This Blows: Leaf Blowers Ruining Your Garden 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


I call them...the Blowers. 
There are many days I hear the 
leaf blowers going nonstop. 
Last fall, the Blowers worked 
at two houses on my block for 
three solid days. This spring 
they were back at the same 
properties for two more days. 
__ IT recognize the Blowers are 
not the problem. They are 
wo merely the effect, the causes 
of which are demanding clients—many of whom may 
not actually be at their homes when the lawns are 
being blown. Therefore, they don’t have to hear the 
noise, smell the pollution, be coated in the dust the 
Blowers stir up. 

I work in gardens abloom with spring flowers 
and the trill of bird song—backed by the drone of 
leaf blowers. 

These are the reasons I HATE the machines: 

They pollute. Their two-stroke engines don’t 
completely combust fuel, meaning that their exhaust 
- fills the air with carbon monoxide, nitrous oxide, 
hydrocarbons, benzene and other carcinogens. 
Running one of those babies for one hour releases 
approximately the same amount of pollutants ad 
driving a car 100 miles! One hour of blowing pollutes 
the same amount as 40 cars idling in the lot for the 
same amount of time.

Is it time for a blower ban? 


Bad for breathing. The nozzle blows hot, dry air 
at speeds of 180 miles-per-hour onto lawns and 
garden plants. This mighty wind kicks particulates 
into the air, onto your garden plants, onto your 
outside furniture, your car, children and pets. Mold 
and fungus spores, weed seeds, pollen, insect eggs, 
chemicals from lawns and trees, bird, rodent, cat 
and dog feces, and heavy metals from street dust are 
blown with fierce force by the machines. 

Bad for plants. Leaf blowers upset topsoil, compost 
and mulch from the garden. We weed, then the weed 
seeds are blown right back into place. We apply 
fungicide and spores are blown back onto plants. 
Soil microorganisms are blown away, making plants 
less healthy so we use fertilizer. We blow leaves from 
under hedges and shrubs and then apply mulch. 

Permanent hearing loss. A blower at full force— 
and I have NEVER been able to convince a worker 
to operate a leaf blower other than at full force— 
produces 90 decibels of noise. OSHA requires 
workers using equipment generating more than 
85 decibels to wear hearing protection. Above 
75 decibels there is risk of hearing loss. 

How many times do you see leaves from a lawn 
being blown into the street? And from the street 
being blown back on the lawn form which they came, 
or onto some other lawn in the neighborhood? It’s 


a never-ending cycle. The leaves are blown into the 
drain, which they clog. Worst of all, these leaves 
eventually enter our local waters, carrying with them 
all the pollutants they’ve accumulated in their short 
lives being blown around. 

When I became a professional gardener 20 years 
ago, we raked leaves. That seemed to work just fine! 
Now that leaf blowers have become an integral part 
of the landscaper and gardener’s toolbox, it seems 
that lawn and gardens, strips of grass in the medians 
of streets and by the sides of highways, and the 
town greens and parks must look as clean as a living 


room carpet. Workers with blowers spend hours 
removing every leaf particle and blade of grass from 
a property. 

Why is the beauty of a raked lawn unacceptable? 
Raking saves money and removes most of 
the problem. What is the difference in cost from 
your landscaper for a raked lawn versus a lawn 
blown for hours?

f you need a gift for your Hamptons hosts this 

summer, look no further: The Good Garden: The 
Landscape Architecture of Edmund Hollander Design 
will be a fabulous addition to the top of any rattan 
coffee table. 

This 300-page, hardcover, full-color beauty 
of a book reflects the nearly 30 years Edmund 
Hollander and his partner, Maryanne Connelly, have 
spent creating breathtaking landscapes. Many of 
the gardens are located in the tony Hamptons, 
though the firm does work in Connecticut, Virginia, 
Westchester, and even as far away as the United 
Kingdom and the Caribbean. 

The Good Garden explores the ways in which 
plants, and where they’re placed within a landscape, 
shape our emotional response to a garden. In 
addition to the numerous photographs, the book 
offers practical tips for gardeners interested in 
duplicating the designs. The caption paired with a 
picture of a cedar-shingled house.reads: “Drifts of 
hydrangeas are classic accompaniments to Shingle 
Style architecture in coastal summer communities. 
Porches edged in monocultural mounds of Hydrangea 
macrophylla reveal the effect of acidity on the color 
of the blooms—the more acid the soil, the deeper the 
blue.” Who knew? 

_The book is easy to digest, as it’s broken down 
into components, with section headings such as 
“Entry Areas,” “Walls and Hedges,” and “Seaside 
Gardens.” Just glancing at the pictures gives you 
the sense that what’s at play here is not merely the 
plants themselves or the colors of the blooms, but 
how they’re positioned in relation to natural and 
architectural elements—working with the shape of a : — i 
the landscape—to create a specific feeling. For Just one of the lush East End scenes depicted in The Good Garden: The Landscape Architecture of Edmund Hollander Design

example, a pergola dripping with purple Chinese 
wisteria evokes a romantic English garden, perhaps 
where a young girl might sit beneath the blooms, 
reading a book, every now and then staring wistfully 
into the distance. 

Another example of this would be the thought 
Hollander and Connelly put into designing the 
entrance to an estate. If you’ve ever traveled down

a long driveway and felt that sense of anticipation as 
the house comes into view, it’s not by accident. 

Says Connelly, “The drive...[allows] you to open up 
all these scenes...And the scenes are all part of the 
narrative, telling the story as you are arriving. I think 
that’s what really captures people’s imaginations. If 
you can create a little bit of mystery in the beginning, 
the story unfolds.” 


The Good Garden won’t disappoint—and at the 
next dinner party you attend, you can inform your 
hosts that their soil must be very acidic because the 
hydrangeas are so blue.

Phoebe Legere Rocks the Talkhouse May 14

L ocals will remember the days when singer- 
songwriter Phoebe Legere held court at the old 
Bobby Van’s grand piano. She played the classics 
along with her own music, one song she titled, “In 
the Hamptons.” 


On Saturday, May 14 at 8 p.m., Legere will play 


a show she’s calling “Locals Only” at the Stephen 
Talkhouse in Amagansett. Legere and the Tit 4 Tat 
band will kick off the summer season with a rollicking 
musical party of original blues, Cajun, rock and pop. 

Legere is  an_ internationally recognized 
multi-instrumentalist, composer and artist. She 
plays seven instruments, including one she invented 
specifically for physically-challenged children. 
During the past few years she’s been on tour 
with her music and exhibiting her paintings 
around the world. She’s written and starred in an 
original musical—Elizabeth and Shakespeare— 
and lectured on art, feminism and Franco-American 
culture at universities and libraries. But, as she 
says, “I’ve never been away from the Hamptons 
for very long. I always return to the East End between 
my projects to refuel. The exquisite light and 
air charges my batteries. I love painting oil landscapes 
here—I work en plein air standing right in the 
middle of the beauty drinking it in! I hear music 
coming out of the clouds. This soil, this sky, 
this ocean, this nature, is so full of life but 
delicate and very endangered. Our Hamptons 
are gorgeous.” 


One day, in 2013, “while taking 
my bike for a spin on the beautiful 
back roads of Sagaponack, I imagined 
building a 15-person giant Eagle bike 
that runs on alternative energy.” Legere 
debuted the Shamancycle vehicle, a 
rideable sculpture, at Burning Man that 
year. It’s now used to help elementary 
school students learn about eco- 
friendly power. 

With such a continuous and diverse 
body of work, it’s hard to imagine 
when Legere has time to sleep. Last 
year she filmed a documentary for 
HBO that celebrated East Hampton and 


local artist Hilary Knight. Lena Dunham __ Musician Phoebe Legere 


produced the film. HBO licensed Legere’s 

song, “Hip Hop Frog,” about conservation 

and energy, for the soundtrack. Currently, Legere is 
writing a new original musical commissioned by the 
Theater for the New City. 

“Hip Hop Frog” will be on her set list at the May 
14 Talkhouse show, which will be a mash-up of some 
of her most well-known songs including “Marilyn 
Monroe” and “Hot Sicilian Pizza Boy.” Legere will 
play the accordion, guitar and piano, as well as dance 
and sing with her Cajun band, featuring Mike Oakleaf 
and Tom Fitzpatrick. She will use the occasion to 
celebrate the writing of her 700th song, “Heart of the 
Summer,” about the Hamptons. 

Promising to present her signature brand of fun, 
Legere has also planned a quiet tribute to her brilliant

friends who have passed, including 
David Bowie (for whom she opened on 
his Sound & Vision tour), Larry Rivers, 
George Plimpton, Peter Matthiessen, 
Kurt Vonnegut, Hunter S. Thompson 
and Terry Southern, in a song she 
wrote about the power of mentors. 
Called “La Baie De Chaleur,” the song 
will be included on her upcoming all- 
French album. 

The “Locals Only” performance will 
' also feature her song “Ok Cupid,” about 
'2 electronic dating. The track can be 
found on Acadian Moon, one of Legere’s 
815 CDs, and features her cousin Ray 

Legere on fiddle. 

All proceeds from the Talkhouse

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Exploring Arthur Carter’s Passions

& ome people get all the good genes. Arthur Carter 
is certainly one of those people. Artist, classical 
pianist, entrepreneur, industrialist, investment 
banker and journalist—he even studied mathematics 
under the tutelage of Albert Einstein’s assistant— 
Carter’s resumé makes the most accomplished 
among us seem lacking. 

The new book, Arthur Carter: The Geometry of 
Passion (Abrams Books, 2016), depicts Carter’s 
artistic oeuvre in crisp images that capture the depth 
and breadth of his creativity. In the biographical 
forward, journalist Frank Rich writes, “Carter’s 
multifaceted, all-American life, with its many careers 
and even more passions, is as kinetic as his high 
modernist art is austere and spare.” 

The spare esthetic Rich makes reference to stems 
from Carter’s philosophy, “Only squares and circles, 
lines and ellipses can elegantly explain and simplify 
the complex meaning of life.” 


For Carter, the literal concreteness 
of form, line and color constituted 
nothing less than liberation. 


And perhaps Carter has a need to distill the world 
into “squares and circles, lines and ellipses” because 
his own life has been anything but spare. He founded 
the investment company, Carter, Berlind & Weill, 
that would eventually reform into Shearson Lehman 
Brothers and Citigroup. He established The Litchfield 
County Times in 1981 and The New York Observer in 


1987. One can easily link Carter’s business experience 
to his art. One of his more famous quotes is, “Purity 
in both design and business function means never 
dilute, never diffuse, and never bloat.” 

In addition to sculpting, Carter draws and paints. 
The Passion of Geometry is organized smartly, with 
facing pages containing the drawing studies and the 
sculptures they eventually become, while an entire 
section is devoted to his paintings done in bright 
primary colors and sharp black lines that evoke 
Piet Mondrian. 

Writes Rich, “For [Carter], the literal concreteness 
of form, line, and color constituted nothing less 
than liberation.” 

Carter bases much of his work on mathematical 
and geometric principles, perhaps the most easily 
recognizable of which is the Fibonacci sequence. 
Whether it’s an exploration of angles in the sculpture 
“An Arc Connected by Two Acute Angles,” or any in 
his series of five “Studies in Fibonacci” paintings, or 
even a work simply titled “52,” Carter’s fascination 
with portraying how the world fits together is 
apparent. A lengthy essay by critic Robert C. Morgan 
locates Carter’s work in the tradition of. modern 
abstract art and the recent history of sculpture. 
Writes Morgan, “[Carter] indulges in geometric 
form as his reality and the embodiment of his 
understanding of the human condition.” 

Though Carter was born in New York City in 
1931, he spent much of his childhood in Woodmere, 
Long Island. He enjoys a local connection to the 
Hamptons area, having bought a 15-acre Remsenberg 
waterfront estate almost 50 years ago. At one 
point, he even owned a 50% stake in The East 
Hampton Star. His work has been shown in the 
Southampton Arts Center on Jobs Lane, in the 
village, as well as at the New Britain Museum of

American Art and the 80WSE Galleries at New York 


University, among others. 

In fact, if you’re ever near the NYU campus, you 
can see one of Carter’s sculptures at 70 Washington 
Square South, near the Bobst Library. The sculpture, 
simply called “The University,” is for sale. Price upon 
request, of course. @@&.
